WASHINGTON, March 27.—The House un-American Committee 
has been assured funds to invade radio, the film industry and all other 
media molding public opinion, it was revealed here today. Chairman J. 
Parnell Thomas announced Republican leaders had agreed to an immediate 


appropriation of $50,000 to hire more investigators and launch bigger. and 
better investigations. 


The announcement follows the recommendation made yesterday 
before the committee by FBI director, J. Edgar Hoover, who expressed 
strong dislike for present-day products of radio and the movies. He urged 
the committee to enlarge the scope of its investigations to cover “mediums 
molding public opinion.” : 

Committee members have already indicated a desire for fishing 
expeditions into the nation’s educational and religious institutions, as 
well as the book publishing industry,

TOP, look, listen and you'll notice a 

very important change of tactics in 
the un-American drive against the Com- 
munists and the Bill of Rights. 

It’s little more than two weeks since 
Secretary of Labor Lewis B. Schwellen- 
bach proposed the outlawing of the Com- 
munist Party. Whoops of joy came from 
Rep. Hartley, GOP leader, in charge of 


the House drive, against the Wagner Act. 


But the un-Americans were soon faced 
with ‘something they had not bargained 
for. 

From coast to coast, AFL and CIO 


men, liberals and even conservatives, pro- 
tested against nullifying the American 
Constitution through outlawing the Com- 
munist Party. 

There were hurried consultation among 
those in charge of the witch-hunt. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the head of 
the secret police, J. Edgar Hoover, came 
through with a new tactic. 

Now they will try to carry out their 
subversion of the Constitution while pre- 
tending to stay within the Bill of Rights. 
Through executive edicts, persecution of 
the Communists without formally banning 
the Party through restrictive legislation, 
denying Communists their civil liberties, 
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over the country—they still try to carry 
through their original aim. 

The GOP leaders in Congress promised 
$50,000 more of the taxpayers’ money to 
extend the witch-hunt. Schools, books, 
radio and movies are to be included. As 
never before, it is plain, they are out “to 
get” far more than the Communists. They 
want totalitarian thought control. Hoover’s 
Gestapo will get you if you don’t watch 
out. 

Truman’s disloyalty purge shows that 
this new drive threatens to create an 
American police state. 

The effort to prove the Communists 
were subversive, or that their activities 
violated any laws, fell flat on its face. In

Karl Marx was denounced by a 
member of the House Un-Amer- 
ican Committee today because he 
was a poor man. 

The founder of Scientifis So- 
cialism “was a bum, a shiftless 
scoundrel whe wouldn't work,” 
Rep. John McDowell (R-Pa) said. 

He said this of the author of 
Capital, one of the most influen- 
tial books of all time. 

In an effort to do a thorough 
job, McDowell went so far as to 
imply that Marx’s ideas were 


lofty but that he didn’t live up to 


them. 

Louis Starr, commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, was on 
the witness stand at the time. 

“Marx was a renegade and a

WARSAW. 


EW POLAND'S GOVERNMENT of National Unity, 


keenly aware that production is the science of politics, 
is focussing its energies principally on the tasks of re- 


construction and development. 

These are difficult tasks, despite 
the lessening of internal friction 
which marks the post-election 
period. They will be rendered 
more difficult in coming months 
by a critical food situation. 


But though no minister or gov- 
ernment official is disposed to 
brush aside the difficulties and 
dangers of the immediate future, 
I have yet to meet one who seri- 
ously doubts the Government’s 
ability to fulfill its ambitious 
three-year plan and to lead Po- 
land into an era of industrial ex- 
pansion and proud national inde- 
pendence.

But most important for the 
Government’s new efforts are the 
dividends it is already receiving 
from the reforms carried out by 
the Provisional Government which 
it succeeded. These reforms in- 
cluded the expropriation of huge 
estates and the distribution of 
land to the peasants; the nation- 
alization of large-scale and me- 
dium industry, rail and water 
transport, and the banks; the 
campaign against anti-Semitism 
by attacking its base in the con- 
text of economic and social injus- 
tice; extension of the franchise; 
guarantees to millions of small 
land- holders, artisans and shop- 

_ keepers, and small private indus- 
trialists; and the resettlement and 
development of the western ter- 
ritories.

THESE MEASURES WERE not 
Only prima facie evidence of the 
representative, democratic char- 
acter of the Provisional Govern- 
ment to which the bloc of demo- 
cratic parties owe their great elec- 
tion victory; they also laid the 
basis for the present Government’s 
efforts vigorously to implement 
the three-year economic plan. In- 
stead of being confronted by a 
disgruntled, debt-ridden peasan- 
try, the Government can rely on 

the security which the peasants 
feel in their ownership of the 
land, and on their satisfaction at 
receiving aid in the cultivation 
and disposal of their produce. 

Instead of having to fight an 
army of expropriated shopkeepers, 
retailers and small industrialists, 


- Old and damaged ones; 


the Government is assured of the 
development of private industry 
in cooperation with the develop- 
ment of nationalized heavy indus- 
try. 

Even today in . and 
devastated Poland, the farmers 
and small b en enjoy a 
security unknown in the best years 
of pre-war regimes. They even 
contemplate the prospect of be- 
coming rich, and the new Gov- 
ernment is striving to encourage 
this prospect. 

The immensity of the task may 
be seen by the goals of the three- 
year plan. with the general ob- 
jective of raising the standard of 


living of the working masses 
above the pre-war level, the plan | 
envisions attainment in 1949 of a 


150 percent increase over 1938 in 


per capita production of producer 


goods, a 10 percent increase in 
per capita production of consum- 
er goods, a 10 pefcent increase in 
per capita agricultural production, 
and this with a population of 24 
millions as compared with 35 mil- 
lions in 1938.

SPECIFIC GOALS WITHIN 
this over-all objective include- in- 
creasing the annual production of 
electric power from 3,880,000 kilo- 
watt hours in 1938 to 8,000,000 in 
1949; of coal from 38,100,000 tons 
in 1938 to 80,000,000 in 1949; of 
iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals from 3,574,000 tons to 
5,218,000 tons; of locomotives from 
28 to 300; of freight cars from 569 
to 14,800; of shoes and boots from 
2,800,000 pair to 4,000,000 pair; of 
paper from 205,000 tons to 260,000 

ns. 


These goals include the con- 
struction of 186,000 new farm 
buildings and the repair of 151,000 
the re- 
construction of roads, bridges, 
telecommunication services; and 
the repair and construction of 
plants, factories, power stations, 
mines, and buildings. 


In specific practical benefits to 
the Polish people, realization of 
the plan will mean a per capita 
national income of 824.8 zlotys in 
1949 as compared with 505.7 zlotys 
in 1938. It will enable the Polish 
worker to consume more sugar, 
pork, poultry, fish in 1949 than in 
1938, but less beef, potatoes and 
milk. He will be able to burn 
twice as much coal and to smoke 
three times as many cigarettes. 
The caloric value of his diet will 
rise from 3,693 grams per day—it 
is 2,141 today—to 3,820.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The House today passed, 273 to 173, the GOP’s tax re- 
duction bill which increases by 3.1 percent over the present law the spendable income of 


persons earning $2,000 annually, and by 70.07 percent for individuals making $500,000. 


The GOP 
credit for the measure which 
passed on a strict party line vote. 
The Democratic minority reached 
tts peak vote on a motion to re- 
commit instructing the Ways and 
Means Committee “to work out 
more equitable relief for the lower 
income brackets.” 

Although this last stand never 
had a chance, it mustered 172 votes 
to the 237 for the majority. 

Widely hailed as tax relief,” the 
bill cuts $4 billion off the federal 
income by a 30 percent reduction for 
persons with a taxable income up to 
$1,000, and 20 percent cut for those 
making over that sum and up to 
$302,000, where the cut becomes 
10.5 percent. 

Democratic Party speakers were 
quick to point out, however, that 
the Knutson bill as amended and 
passed awards a tax cut of only $8 
a year to the man and wife with 
$1,200 income, while the man with 
‘$1 million income finds himself with 
$110,000 more than under the cur- 
rent law. 

When the Senate reaches the 
measure it is expected to be amend- 
ed to become effective July 1° in- 
‘stead of being retroactive to last 
Jan. 1
